TPA Directors Vote 


Against Private Plowing 


The Board of Directors of the An- 
dover Taxpayers’ association voted 
unanimously last night that it would 
be unfortunate if the town were to 
vote in favor of the plowing of pri- 
vate ways, as provided in the 
special referendum question to ap- 
pear on the ballot. é 

Chairman Sidney P. White of the 
Board of Public Works appeared at 
the meeting and expressed the opin- 
ion as fortified by a legal interpret- 
ation. that if the vete is passed, 
every driveway that does not have 
a No Trespassing sign on it would 
be the responsibility of the town 
to plow out. He estimated that it 
would triple the cost of plowing. 
The equipment at present, he said, 


would be grossly inadequate for the 
job. He anticipated many head- 
aches, saying that public highways 
would have to come first, and by 
the time the town got around to 
plowing ‘the. private driveways, 
there would be howls from those 
home-owners. There would be pos- 
sibilities for a great deal of 
favoritism. 

Association directors expressed 
the feeling that it would be unfair 
to charge the home-owner in the 
center of town for plowing out 
someone who purchased, a house in 
a comparatively inaccessible place 
and thereby pays lower taxes.

One hundred photographs of 
trains and the men that run them 
make up the Addison Gallery’s cur- 
rent exhibition on the United States 
railroads. Lent by the Library of 
Congress in cooperation with the 
Office of War Information and the 
American Association of Railroads, 
these photographs are designed to 
acquaint the public more closely 
with the immense problem of war- 
time transportation which the rail- 
roads are now handling, The ex- 
hibition will remain on display until 
March 19. 

A brief foreword to the photo- 
graphs themselves explains the 
work of the railroads during the 
present crisis, and emphasizes their 
importance to industry, to essential 
passenger travel, and to the armed 
forces, In addition, other parts of 


the foreword explain how and of | 


what freight and passenger trains 
are formed, and they classify the 
duties of the various members of 
the crews on these trains. 

The photographs cover practical- 
ly every phase of railroading. The 


, technical side is illustrated by pic- 


tures like the ones of construction 
crews building the roads and others 


of the immense fleets of freight 
cars, twenty million in all, which 
run over them, The complexity of 
railroad machinery is shown in a 
photograph of the interior of a 
great freight engine cab. Its maze 
of valves and levers compares favor- 
ably with the complicated controls 
of a modern airplane. 

To cover railroad repairs, many 
pictures of railroad maintenance 
shops and their gigantic machinery 
are included. The most striking 
shows a freight engine being lifted, 
like an automobile at a local gas 
station, to have its chassis repaired. 
Another interesting shot shows 
workmen repairing flats on great 
drive wheels. 

The show also covers another 
less publicized part of railroading, 
the people who run the roads, Pic- 
tures of their jobs, their traveling 
homes, and especially of the men 
themselves in their work, help to 
carry some of the railroading spirit 
to the public. 

This exhibition is particularly re 
markable because of excellent clear 
photography and the interesting 
subject matter which it presents. 
Attached to most of the enlarge 
ments are explanatory paragraphs, 
which aid greatly in understandin: 
the complex railroad industry and 
work it is doing today.

“We sometimes read or hear about lack of efficiency in town 
departments; quite often the town does not furnish equipment 
to make it possible for efficient work. It seems satisfied as long 
as the yearly appropriation is the same regardless of the need 
for improyement.” 


Tree Warden G. Richard Abbott, who has had a notable 
lack of success in his appeals to town meetings, makes a very 
worthwhile complaint in his annual report, a complaint which 
is worthy of careful consideration followed by some definite 


action. Too often, as Mr. Abbott says, the town leaders are 
prone to give a rapid “OK” to any appropriation that is the 
same or lower than the previous year, and at the same time 
to turn thumbs down on any request for additional money. 


The action taken and the recommendations made prior 
to town meetings by the various financial advisory bodies are 
very, very important, because more often than not the town 
meeting follows blindly the decisions of these groups. That, 
frankly, is as it should be, for the individual voter cannot 
possibly delve into all the details of a given problem or a 
budget, and he has to lean on someone for an interpretation. 
It does, however, mean that the advisory groups do have a 
very serious responsibility to do their job thoroughly and 
with a due regard to the town’s best interests. 

Mr. Abbott would serve again as a good example of the 
need for good recommendations backed by a thorough study 
of town affairs. There is probably no town official who is more 
conscientious and more deeply interested in his work than 
Dick Abbott; yet. he is not forceful enough in his town meet- 
ing speaking to get his ideas across. Put him up against our 
finance committee chairman, Harvey Turner, and he’s licked 
before he starts. Harvey is, without doubt, probably the best 
choice the town could make for a finance committee chair- 
man, because he can put just about anything across. There- 
fore, it leaves his committee with a grave responsibility, for 
it has the power through Harvey to change its recommend- 
ations into positive town meeting action. It’s up to that com- 
mittee to make sure that what they give Harvey to recom- 
mend to town meeting is just about as perfect a piece of 
judgment as any town board can give. 

But to get back to Dick Abbott’s written complaint. We 
know the difficulties that the finance comittee has, and we 
know the difficulties that the selectmen have, and we know 
the difficulties that the directors of the Taxpayers’ association 
have. In a short period of time, ‘a month or so, busy men who 
have their own private matters to take care of, have to peruse 
the budgets and the special articles with a view of giving to 
town meeting recommendations based on common sense 
thinking and careful investigation. It’s not always possible, 
and therefore the tendency does exist to give approval with- 
out too much thought to any request that isn’t bigger than 
last year. Inevitably lack of economy must result, for every 
budget should show yearly justification for its continuance 
in all its features. 

There are two possible solutions. The finance committee 
and Taxpayers’ association directors could meet frequently 
during the year and make a thorough study of all expendi- 
tures. If this were done, economies surely would result. The 
other solution would be to pass a resolution under the “any 
other business” article asking the appointment of a special 
committee to make a survey of town government, From such 
a committee recomendations for elimination of functions, 
consolidations of departments and officers, even replacing of 
inefficient officials or help, might be made to a later town 
meeting or to the respective departments. It would. take men 
of courage, men who think first of the town’s interest. And | 
it would mean a well-run town. 
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They're still chuckling here at 
The Townsman Press about an inci- 


dent that occurred several weeks 
ago on one of those bitter cold Sat- 
urday nights. Hach tenant in this 
building takes care of his own heat, 
and one of the men on our Saturday 
night shift took it upon himself to 
keep the shop warm. He was rather 
puzzled, however, because he had 
ten pounds of steam on the boiler, 
but the radiators just wouldn't

Two Andover Boys 


Killed In Service 


Two more Andover boys have 
lost their lives in the service, one 
of them with the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. 

Warrant Officer, second class, 
Hugh A. Davey, Royal Canadian 
Air Force, was killed on active 
service overseas on February 21.
